sudden Rise of n Texns River—A Famlly Car-

ried Awny by the Swoellen Sirenm—A Most

Heartrending Story.

One of the most terrible calamities of its na-
ture that has happened lately is norrated by the
Austin (Texas) Journal. It reads almost like a

romance, as il secoms impossible for a small |

etream twenty feet below its banka to rise with
guch rapidity as is stated. It is nevertheless a
truth that is far stranger than fiction: —

‘““We published some time gince a brief and
necessarily imperfect account of this strange
and most painful calamity, which we now cor-
rect, with fuller particulars, as we recelve the
statement from the lips of Brevet Colonel Mor-
riam, Major of the 24th Infantry, who is now in
Auetin. The Colonel, after four years of mili-
tary service ‘on the frontiers of Kansas, New
Mexico, and West Texas, had received leave of
abgence and was journeying with his wife and
child from El Pago to the Texan coast.

“They hoad reached the head of the Concho
river, and camped for the night on Sunday, the
24th of April.

“The river 18 formed by the junciion of the
rills of water from several large springs, which
have been dammed into ponds by the wild
beaver, and are well filled with large fish.

““The stream is 80 small here (hat a man can
etep acrogs it anywhere. The banks were
twenty feet above the bank of the water. Fa-
tigned with the long journey of sixty-eight
miles in the previous twenty-four hours, without
waler, the party were pleasantly resting, when
early in the evening Colonel Merriam was
aroused by the signs of an approaching storm,
The tent was fastened and made as secure as
possible, and about 9 o'clock a hail storm burst
upon them, accompanied by some rain and a
strong wind.

““The fall of hall was unprecedented, lasting
until nearly eleven, the stones being of the size
of hen eggs, and siriking the tent and prairie
with a noise like that of incessant musketry.

“The Colone), who was not ignorant of the
gudden and extreme overflows to which the
mountain streams of Texas are liable, went out
into the darkness a8 soon as the storm had
ceased, Lo note what effect had been produced
on this rivnlet. To his amazement he found in
the formerly almost dry bed of the creek a re-
sistlesz torrent, loaded and filled with hnil,
rolling bank fall, white as milk, and silent as a
river ol oil.

“He at once saw the danger, and ran back to
the tent, shouting to the escort and servants to
turn ont. He placed Mrg. Merriam, the child,
and nuree in the carriage, and with the aid of
three men, started to run with it to ghe higher
ground, a distance of not sixty yards. Scarcely
a minute had elapsed from the time the alarm
bad been given, but already the water had
surged over the bank in waves of such volume
and force as to sweep the party from their feet
before they had traversed thirty yards.

*“I'he Colonel called for assistance on some
cavalry soldiers who had just escaped from the
United States mail sfation near by, but they
were oo much terriied to heed or Lelp.

“Colonel Merrinm then abandoned the hope
of saving his family in the carrlage, and tried to
enter it in order 1o swim out with them, but he
was swept down the icc cold torrent like a bub-
ble. Beilpg an expert swimmer, he succeeded
in reaching the bank about two hundred wards
below, and ran back to rewew the effort, when
hie received the terrible tidings that, the mo-
ment after he was gwepl down, the carrlage,
with all its precious freight, had turned over,
and gone m'iling down the flood, his wife saying
as she disappeared, ‘My darling husband, good-
bye.! The ltle rill of a few hours i;ufur;-.,
w_n;r,:h & child might sten peross, had become a
faging river, covered with masses of drift-wood,
a mile in width, and thirty to forty fect deep.

“The bereaved husband procured a horse from
one of the cavalrymen, aud rode far down the
torrent, but could see nothing in the darkness,
and bheard naught but the wild sounds of the
wave. So passed the long and weary night.

“‘Before day the strange and momentary flood
had passed by, and the small stream shrank to
its usual size, and ran In its wonted bed. The
sad search began. The drowned soldiers and
gervants, four in number, were found, and the
body of the wife taken from the water aboul
three-fourths of a mile below, and prepared for
a journey of fifty-three miles to the post of Con-
cho for temporary burial. Nol till three days
after was the body of the child found, four miles
down the stream, a long distance from its bed
Mrs. Merriam was a lady of culture and attuio-
ments, valued and beloved by all who kuew her,
The little girl, not three years old, was remark-
able for the maturity of her mind and the
sweetness of her disposition.

“The carriage was drifled by the current
aboul a mile, and lodged in the thlcket, The
storm and flood are represented as frightful be-
vond description, 'l‘hc Beaver ponds, from
which the Concho tokes its rise, were so filled
with the icy hall that the catfish were killed by
the congelation, and were swept in wagon loads,
together with the myriads of swaller aninals of
the plain,such as rabbits and snakes, all over the
country by the sudden and rushing flood.

“Three days aftér the storm, when the
party left the Concho, the hail lay in drifts
to the depth of more than six feet! A
calamity more sad, strange, and tragic it has
seldom been our lof Lo narrate, and our deepest
r-?'-mpulhil:u go out to the falhier and husband
thus suddenly elricken (o the beart by the
ghastly loss of all that he held most dear.’

EXPLODED.

The Avscenal at Baton Reuge, Ln.
Picves,

On Friday last an explosion occurred al the
United States Arsepnal at Baton Rouge, La.,
which is thus described by the Cowrler of thal
place:—

At the sale of orduance stores, a few wecks
ago, large quantities of cartridges were sold,
and severnl workmen have slnce been employed
in putting them In a condition to be moved. It
appears that at the time of the explosion the
bhande were eng in stampiog a lot of Burn-
slde cages from which the powder had been re-
moved intosome hogsheads, but there was con-
siderable loose powder scattered through the
maes, a8 well as & good deal scaitered over the
floor. This became ignited, and although there
was altogetber but & emall quantity, it was so

confined as to give it great power. The =olid
brick walls of the bullding were thrown down
and the roof ralsed, and, falling back, buried
the workmen beneath the debris. The roina
took fire immediately. and at the time of our
arrival on the ground there was still continual
explosions of cartridges iu the rubbish.

We have as yet been unable to learn of any
pereons being killed, but the following persons
were wounded, some of them very severely: —
Thomas Stotts, James Cannon, P. Arcensux,
— Lovatt, Frank Babin, Alexander Gordon
(volored), and Miles Blaughter (colored).

Rome of the ingide supporis prevented the
roof falling to the floor., or all must have
perished. Lft i# now believed that all were
regcued, althongh most of themm so badly
blackened and burned as scarcely to be recog-
nized.

PERILS OF THE RAIL.

The Latest Horror—Partionlnrs of the Acel

| morning on the Delaware, Lackawanna, and West.

ern Ratlroad, near Paterson, by which a large nums-
ber of workmen were serfously Injured and three
were instantly killed, A new bridge 1s being con-
structed over the Passale river, near Rutherfurd
Park. At 7o'vlock yesterday morning a construo-
tion ear, heavily loaded with timbers, left Paterson
with twenty-five mechanics who were on thelr way
Lo the bridge 1o their dally labor,

The grade 18 downward and the car Was ran, as
has been thecnstom, withoat a locomotive, one
brakeman having charge of the train. The car ap-
progehed the slight curve ot the end of the tressel-
work which carries the Delaware, Lackawanna and
Western track over that of the Newark and Now
York Hailroad, when the chain broke which held the
brake. At atremenidous pace the cardashed for-
ward and jumped the track when part way round
the carve,  Foran instant [t bouanded along on the
ties and then fell ol the trestle-work twenty feet to
the ground below,

The car was a comnlete wreck, the timbers falling
in every imaginable position npon the unfortupate
men who were apon the car, hose who were un-
hurt, and they were few, began immediately to pull
thelr comrades out of their terrible situation. The
brakeman, Jogeph McLean, & resident of Marshall
street, Paterson, and two others, had jumped from
the car when they saw that an aceldent was inevit
able, after the chain had broken, and they were
immediately on the spot to assist in reseaing thelr
fellows, Toe first lifeless body drawn from the pile
wias that of James Campbell, a native of Carbondale,
Pa.. a carpenter by occapation, who had been
sitting on the front end of t‘lc car when it
fell off the trestle-work., His skull was crashed
in, and it is presumed that his death was instan-
taneous., An ltalian, Colll by name, was also nearly
Hfelegs, and dled o few minutes aftet he was taken
out. John Thomas, another natlve of Carbondale,
fell under a timber, wnlch struck him in the breast,
I1e was still nlive when taken out, but died at the
hospital aboul half an hour afterwards, (harles
Blakely, a resident of Ward street, Paterson,
was injured internelly and one qu broken,
lIsanc Ketchuom, a resident of New York city,
was cut upon his face, and otherwise
ously  Injured. Willlam  Frettinge, a Ger-
wun, was cut and  brojsed upon  diiTerent
narts of his body. His injuries, it s feared, are
atal. Martin Dooley, a resident of Grand street,
T'atergon, was ladly brofsed upon his body, arms,
and face. Patrick Coyle was enl ln several places
and had his nose broken. James Sallor, another
Patergon carpenter, wag thrown throogh the air as
the ear plunged oIl the tresgtie-work, and was gerl-
ously hurt, having fallen upon a piece ot timber,
His injuries, however, are not considered fatal,
John Stanhl had his leg broken. John Tiff ny had
Lis teeth knocked out, and wis also wounded upon
the shoulder, Willlam Fope recelved a compotund
fracture of the left leg.

The wounded men were all removed to St
Joseplh's Hospital, where they were cared for hy the
Sigters of Charity, Whoen the aceldent first ocourred,

seri-

one of the men who escaped without injary went |

for medical assistance, and Drs. Dalleray, Warner,
and Leal were within o short time on hand to deess
the wonmis of the injured, The sullercrs were well
cared for at the hospital, and the residents of Pater-
son, hundreds of whom came to sce the wonnded,
wn-lrm-.ncml atb opee 1o ralse o subscription for their
yellief.

The injured men were mostly men withount fami-
les, but & few there were whose homes were «dis-
1ent who have large ramilics acpendent on them
for support, Campbell, who was first Killed, wasa
cingle man, about forty years of age, Ilis funaral
will take place Lo-morrow.

At the Coroner'singuest held lastevening the jury
returned Lhe ollowing verdict:—

“We find that Agar Camphbell ¢came to his death acel-
dontally by & car jumping the travk on the Delawars,
Lackawsnns, and Westorn Rallroad, and that no blame
ie attached to said company by reason of said necidont,”

The following are the names of the killed and
wolnded :—Agar Campbell, Killed; Charles Costl,
killed : William Horuing, Charles Blakeney, Murtin
Dooley, Jacob Thomas, John Skellet, Isaao Ketchum,
Patrick Coyle, R. I. Potter, C, B, Ferry, John
Stecle, T. 8. Tinany, Jr,, and Willlam Pope. Of the
latter, Horning and Blakeney cannot recover; the
others will be maimed for life,

The Presldent’s Specinl Messag
~ s Arguments In Fayor o
Republie te the United Siates.
The following is the text of the message of

the President in transmitting to the Senate an

additional article to ‘the treaty between the

United Btates and the Dominican republie of the

261 of November, 1869, for the aunexatlon of

that republie to the United States; —

Ty tha “anale af the uited Stales ! —

[trangmit 1o the Seuate for consideration, with a
view to 18 ratificution, un wd ditlonal article to the
treaty of the 20th of November last for Lie annexa-
tion of the Dominican reépublic Lo the United Siates,
stipuluting for an extension of the tume for exchang-
ing the ratifications thereof, signed in this city on
the 14th inst. by the plenipotentinries of the parties.
It was my intention to have also negotinted with the
Plenipotentiary of 8t. Domingo amendments to the
treaty of apnexatlon to obviate objectlons which
may be urged against the treaty as it Is now wordad ;
put, on reflection, 1T deem It better to submit
to the Senute the propriety of thelr amending the
treaty as follows:—First, to specify that the obliga-
tions of this Goveroment shall pot exceed the
§1,500,000 stipulated in the trealy; secondly, to de-
tetmine toe manner of appointing the agents to re-
cefve and disburse the same; thirdly, to determine
the class of creditors who shall take precedence in
the settlement of thelr claims; and, fnally, to 1nsert
such amendments a8 may suggest themselves to
the minds of Senators to carry out in good faith the
conditions  of the treaty submitted o the
Senate of the United States in January last, accord-
ing to the spirit apd intent of that treaty. From
the most reliab e information I can obtaln the sum
specified in the treaty will pay every Just claim
against the republic of St Domingo, and leave a
Lbalance suMclent to carry on a territorial govern-
ment antl suca tine a8 new laws for providing o
ternitorial revenue can be enacted and putin force.

1 feel an unususl Anxiety for the ratideation of
thijs treaty, because 1 beliove it will redound greatly
to the glory of the two conntries (nterested, to oivill-
zation and to the extirpation of the institution of
slavery.

sisting of W0 braves, He is twonty seven years old, has boon
wounded twice in battle, and is sald to be one of the
most daring of his fellows, Long Woll is also s chiel of
the same band, and carvies Lhres or four ugly-looking
scars as tokens of his prowess. Black Hawk is also a
prominent chief, whose record as & brave warrior s
second (0 none of his companions, axeopt the great Red
Uloud., He bas been wonnided in battle thres timoes.

All of them,
however, huve made their mark ln the unwritten wars of
the savages, and have, by deeds at which most white men
would shrisk from in tervor, earned the Lonors which
that oation has conferred upon themn.

under protection of his tribe to the seat of government.
What will be done in his case will be developed at the
close of the ooming eonference. He is charged with the
murder of & corporal about eight months ago. He is a
wan of considerable intelligence, spsaking the Bioux lan-
gunge with grost fluency, and bas more than an ordinary
oomiuon school educstion.

¢ool contempt, and then he went away. Between s
and 4 o'clock he and a man named Cook went to
Annle’s room In Gallelma stréet and knocked at the
door. Atthat time Annie. another girl, the decensed,
and a man named George Hazard were In the same
room. The deceased was sleeping at a table
with his head hanging down. Annie opened
the door, and as they entered Cook struck alight
showing the position of the parties; Annle tin
